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THE MIND OF THE 
NATIVE. 
——- - 

IN THE SHADOW OF 

KENYA. | 


—— 
(By T. H. HINKSON.) 


| HE natives called him Msee Akili—the 
‘wise old man. They had, perhaps, 
acquired a tradition of his wisdom from 
the, white man; for he himself denied his 
wisdom or his right to the title. He said 
once, his lips twisting a little into a rather 
wry snule: “* Mace Akili. It is a compli- 
ment. Primitive people respect age, you 
see.” He was forty-seven, and would have 
‘been a young man at home. 

He was my chief, and I had from the 
first recognised the privilege that was mine 
to serve ander him. No young man could 
sufficiently estimate his good fortune. 
“You may, if you choose, perhaps ’’— 
someone had said to me in Nairobi— 
“‘ follow hin and take his place in time; 
for he is not immortal, although he should 
be. Ne one knows as much as he does 
about the native. All the commissions 
that come out send straight for him, He 
docs not talk easily—been out here too 
long, and always m the wilds. When he 
comes down here he cannot say anything 
for a bit. Then he pours out a flood of 
words. which half the time they do not 
understand. How could they? He is 
talking a foreign toncuc, and they come 
out from home knowing nothing. Oh, 
you are fortunate, young man, if vou are 
keen on your job and can stand it.” 

They looked at me curiously then. I 
know that they were secing me as I would 
be a year or two years hence, when I, too, 
should come down from the wilds and not 
be able to talk at first. 

T was still new to it when T asked my 
chief the gnestion: “How long was it 
before you understood the native mind?” 
Of course, I was still new to it. In a year 
T should never have asked that question, 
I'was having a sundowner with ney chief 4 
and still excited about inv good fortune in 
serving him. I remember how he did not 
answer at first, and how strange the silence 
seemed in that hour belore darkness 
brought the whole African world awake. 
In a little while the natives would begin 
beating their tom toms, and the frogs 
would start creaking in the bush beyond 
the garden which my chief had made so 
hike an Enzlish garden; and, as thouch 
the croakinzg of the ivogs was a signal, the 
crickets. would begin their chirping, and 
through it all would come the occasional 
shrill bark of a leopard and the hoarse 
cough of a hyena. For the moment, 
however, there was the strange quietness 
of that hour of sunset, wonderfully 
beautiful with the distant, snow-capped 
peaks of Mount Kenya all rose and gold in 
the settanc sun. We sat on the verandah, 


“my ehief lying back in his chair, the table, 


with whiskey and a sparkict syphon, 
between us. Below the verandah the pose 
garden he tia:l made stretched to a ravine 
beyond which was the darkness of the 
forest. Lhe rose varden might have been 
in England, except that the creat velvety 
petals had no smell, 


BEFORE THE MOTOR CAR. 


TÍ thoaghé of the native name for him as 
1 jiooked at him tying back in his chair. 
He looked at least sixtv. with his white 
hair anc his Jean figure and his face 
tanned by the sun and immensely ijined. 
He was, of course, prematurely aged by 
twenty-five years in the tropics. He said 
onee: ‘‘I remember the time when no 
motor car hzd ever been seen in East 
Africa, when we knew nothing of the 
modern Inxuries you young people take as 
a matter of ceurse.”" He had come out 
as a mere Sov from a public school and an 
English xéctory twenty-five years 
beginning his service with the old Imperial 
British East Africe Company. He had 
gone up to his first station on foot throuzh | 
the bush, since even mules were hard to 
come by in those early days; and lie had 
dived in a wattle and daub hut alone for 
months without seeinc a white man. Ti 
was belove the days when road-making 
opened up the wildest parts of Kenya— 
before the days of motor cars and big game 
shooting parties out from home. 

There were no stone houses in those days 
for officials, but he made a garden 
wherever he went, with slways in his 
mind, I imagine, the garden of that 
English rectory. The carden must have 
helped to keep him sane in the immense 
loneliness which only those who have 
experienced it can understand. He went 
on safari on foot, or travelled painfully on 
a mule, through bush and across open 
grass land, following those winding paths 
made by the native feet. which were the 
only roads across Africa then. Hoe 
camped out at night im a tent. with fires 
lit round the camp to keep away wild 
beasts. Often he was laid low with fever, 
and alone, but for his natives, who nursed 
him devotedly and unskillfully. He did 
not talk much of these things, but I knew 
that in the early days there were few 
doctors in the country. An occasional 
dsoyernment doctor conld be found at a 
headquarters station. but only a few 
missionary doctors had penetrated the 
netive reserves. Alone and unaided, 2

hundred miles or more from the nearest | 


white man, he had fought his way through 
slvsentery and struggled through the 
delirium of many a bout of fever, . It was 
no wonder that he looked older than his 
years. 


FIGHTING THE PLAGUE. “ 


Onee he had fought an. outbreak of 
plague among tlie natives, entirely alone, 
when no doctor was available. ‘‘ I wrote 
reports, le said, ** sitting at night by the 
licht of a candle, with the smell of death 
all round ine. TI wrote for supplies, for 
doctors. for disinfeetants. My runners 
died of plague as tliey ran, my desperate 
appeals clutched in their hands.’’ He 
‘broke off. He did not often speak of 
these things. “ The rats were dying all 
around us. I never knew there were so 
many rats in the world.”’ 

They sent for him once to zive evidence 
before a commission. He knew more of 
the native mind than any other man 
living. He could teli you now, if any man 
could, what is in the minds of the young 
warriors of the Masai and Lumbwa, who 
are less docile than their fathers were. He 
could tell von now much anti-Government 
prapessees has reached those parts from 

ome, and how much the young women 
have to do with the cattle-raidiny, 
mocking a man who is no man if he has 
not stolen cattle or blooded his spear. 
When they sent for him before, and the 
summons reached him in his far out- 
station in the wilds, he travelled on foot 
along a winding native path through the 
bush, across open grass country to the 
lake. He crossed an arm of the lake in 
a sailing ship, and was blown out of his 
course by a sudden storm. He came at 
last down country, travelling from the last 
station in a motor car, which was almost 2s 
strange and wonderful a machine to him 
as it would have been to one of his own 
natives. The commission talked for two 
days, and he listened. The story is told 
that in all those two days he never said a: 
word, and on the third day he travelled 
back by car, by mule, aeross the lake in.

It certainly should 
be preserved.

“Diary” to Belfast’s great second-hand 
market, Smithfield, which were very in- 
teresting. I wonder if many people know 
that only a hundred years ago Smithfield | 
was the venue of all the élite of the city, 
who used to promenade there in the after- 
noons regularly, it being the correct thing 
to. do in those days. There were then no 
second-hand shops to be seen—instead, the 
stalls were weighed down with such com- 
modities as eggs, butter, fruit, potatoes, 
fish, etc., and the prices quoted would 
make the present-day housewife’s tongue 
water. Best new-laid eggs were sold at 
threepence a dozen; butter went for nine- 
pence a pound, and fowl could be bought 
for one and sixpence the pair. 

The ‘‘ quality ” used to love to listen to 
the eloquence of the greatest salesman of 
the day, Jack Jeffers, the auctioneer, and 
to gaze upon My. Bradshaw, of Milecross, 
that famous person whe always drove 
round majestically in his home-made 
chariot drawn by two snow-white oxen. 
Jeffers, the auctioneer, had the reputation 
of being able to sell anything from a piu 


-to a horse, so highly had he cultivated the 


art of salesmanship. At any rate, he died 
a very wealthy man. 

Then there was Shanks, the niail-maker, 
whose stall was famous. The identical 
site of his stall is at present occupied by 
a hardware merchant, so the modern 
equivalent of the mail-making calling is 
being carried on.

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The Salt Again. 


Referring to my paragraph about the 
position at table relative to the salt 
cellar, 4 friend informs me that the 
distinction relates back to Roman 
practice, and, while its early religious 
significance was lost, carried its social 
significance into quite modern times, 
owing to the ingrafting of Roman usage 
upon feudal customs. “In the old Roman 
familia, any person who had gentile 
status and was entitled to attend the 
ceremonies of the local curia, or common 
hearth, sat above the salt. The salt lay 
in a hollow scooped.in the table surface, 
and the more exalted end Jay towards the 
penus, or larder, presided over by the 
essential divinites of the Roman house 
—the penates. At every meal the youngest 
child who was capable of individual 
action took some grains of salt from the 
hollow and, calling a blessing on the food 
and those who should eat it, offered it to 
Vesta by throwing it into the fire. The 
youngest was selected for this rite as 
being the purest; the child would 
probably be sacrosanct, wearing the 
purple-hemmed toga such as magistrates 
wore, as emblem of sanctity. Those below 
the. salt were not ‘necessarily social 
inferiors, merely those who were outside 
the particular gens. Later, since the 
usual non-gentile eaters were servants, 
and the various genfes commingled in 
society, the freeborn in order of age or 
honour sat above the salt, the servile 
below, and thus sent the custom, with 
the Roman social notions, into the 
European code. In Celtic usage the mere 
sharing of salt implied at any rate a 
temporary social equality. 


Dublin's “ Polar Region.” 


A correspondent in Sutton bespeaks my 
sympathy with himself and his neigh- 
bours, in so far as they appear to be con- 
demned to become the inhabitants of a 
new ‘polar region.” ‘ Stand,” he 
writes, “at Sutton cross-roads and look 
round you in every direction, Nothing is 
visible but poles—iron poles, steel poles, 
and wooden poles! There are Tramway 
Company s poles, Great Northern Electric 
Railway poles, telegraph poles. telephone 
poles, and now a forest of Shannon poles, 
with a tangled network of overhead wires 
and all kinds cf unsightly contraptions.

A Poet Professor. 


The Chair of Economics In so 
utilitarian a university as Queen's, Bei- 
fast, is not the most likely place to find 
a poet and producer of plays written by a 
decidedi= post-war dramatist; but the 
present holder of the chair, Professor 
H. O. Meyedith. happily combines the 
wooing of the muses with the stc'y of 
what he makes anything but a dismal 
science. A friend who saw his production 
of ‘Carlo Goldoni’s clever comedy, ‘‘ The 
Mistress of the Inn,” at the Central Hall, 
Belfast, a couple of weeks ago, tells me 
that it was done very well and was a 
credit to both producer and the players 
of the Ulster Drama League. 

Professor Meredith is a Welshman, who 
went up from Shrewsbury to King’s 
College, Cambridge, and took his M.A. 

In 1905 he went as Lecturer in 
Kconomic History to Manchester Univer- 
sity and vemained until 1908, when he 
was appointed Girdler’s Lecturer in 
Economics at Cambridge. In 1911 he was 
made Professor of Economics at Queen s 
and, except for a period during and aiter 
the war, has occupied that chair since.

THE BRITISH TRIO. 

'The British Trio is a new group of chamber 
musicians, but one member of it is a very old 
friend to Royal Dublin Society members. 
Mr. Clyde Twelvetrees, visiting Dublin yester- 
day as the ‘cellist of the new Trio, bronght 
with him as his colleagues Mr. John Wiils 
(piano) and Mr. Paul Beard (violin). 
Nowadays Mr. Twelvetrees represents Man- 
chester; Mr. Beard, presumably, is a member 
of a family which has been long associated 
with chamber music in Birmingham and the 
Midlands. : 

The British Trio promises to be one of the 
most successful of such combinations. 
Already the ensemble is excellent, and ax 
regards understanding of the music and fine 
shades in performance tis standard is such as 
we should expect in a group that includes 
Mr. Twelvetrees. With regard to the indi- 
viduals composing the group, aiter trying to 
discount my old admiration for Mr. 
Twelvetrees, I still felt that he stood out as 
the most accomplished of the three. This 
opinion was based Jargely on the better effect 
of the Beethoven trio as compared with the 
Brahms trio. at the afternoon recital. 
Beethoven work gives the ‘cello more play, 
and the greater prominence taken by Mr. 
Twelveirees in it was all to the good, 

A COMPARISON. 

The comparison between the two works 
was, indeed, interesting in many respects. 
Brahms was never more plainly a follower 
in Beethoven's path than he is in this trio, 
the one in © mmor, op. 101. Just as plainly 
he fails to reach Beethoven's standard. One 
admired the Brahms work till one heard the 
Beethoven aiter it: then one admired it still, 
but recognised it as a careful piece of con- 
struction, whereas tie Beethoven’ trio 
appeaved as an indubitable work of genius. 
The trio in E flat, op 70. No. 2 is a 
splendid specimen of Beethoven's music at the 
period of perfected mastery. The composer 
had gained complete command of technique, 
and had a fully-developed style of his own; 
but had not begun to give the instruments 
matter which, as in much of the later work, 
seems almost beyond their power of utterance. 
Attendanee at the afternoon recital would 
have been rewarded amply if the performance 
ot the Beethoven trio had been the only 
enjoyable part of the recital, for it was 
altogether a masterly performance of one of 
ihe most satisfying examples of Beethoven s 
In addition to that, however.

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BELFAST, Monday. 
It is a long time since the. Prime 
Minister promised the people of Derry a 
quarter of a million pounds to build a 
new bridge over the River Foyle, but the 
preliminaries have not yet been completed, 
although hundreds of men are unable to 
find employment in the Maiden City. The 
old Carlisle Bridge has an opening span 
which can be swung wide to allow vesse 
to go up the river, but the p new 
structure provides no such accommodation, 
the excuse being that only one ship has 
passed through in twenty years. Various 
authorities, both in the Free State and in 
Northern Ireland, have protested against 
the closing of the upper reaches of the 
river to navigation. 

Tt would appear that those who are 
responsible for the scheme Jack vision in 
regard to the possibilities of the future, 
and cling to a ‘‘ stick-in-the-mud ' policy, 
which must hinder progress and develop- 
ment. Industry in Londonderry is decay- 
ing, and everything that is calculated to 
bring business to the city should be 
fostered. A good deal “ interest is being 
manifested in the representations which 
have been made by the Free State Govern- 
ment to the Northern authorities in regard 
to the problem of the Derry bridge, and 
probably a friendly discussion will lead 
to a satisfactory solution. It has been 
stated that considerations of economy have 
been responsible for the exclusion of the 
movable span, but that difficulty should 


not be insuperable. 
AN ENVIABLE DISTINCTION. 


Amidst the welter of its difficulties the 
Belfast Corporation still can claim the 
enviable distinction of having the lowest- 
rated city in the British Isles. This is 
generally forgotten in the storms of 
criticism which periodically assail the 
Council; yet it is a matter that affects 
industry to a considerable extent. From a 
document issued by the Town Clerk, giving 
a list of the rates levied in the principal 
cities of the United Kingdom for the rear 
1929-1930, it appears that the Belfast rates 
of 10/6 in the £, with a 2/- water rate 
in addition, represent £2 2/6 per head of 
the population, as compared with £4 13/5 
in Birmingham, £4 17/11 in Newcastle- 
on-Tvne, £5 2/10 in Manchester. £5 13/7 
in Liverpool, and £5 15/8 in Barrow-on- 
Furness. 

The Corporation has committed blunders 
in plenty. but it has also shown wisdom 
in financial administration. Its gas and 
electricity departments are models of 
efficiency, with low charges for supplies. 
and the tramway undertaking is gradually 
recovering its old-time prosperity, now 
that unlimited "bus competition has been 
removed through the intervention of the 
Home Office. The one great blot on the 
city’s reputation was the housing scandal, 
which. happily, has been remedied; and, 
if t'e Corporation’s new parliamentary 
bill passes the critical test cf the statutory 
ratenayers’ meeting, further improvements 
wil] be made in several directions. The 
troubles of the past have brought much- 
needed reform. and public opinion-is more 
effective than it has been for many years. 


PREMIER'S ROSY PICTURE. 


In his tour of New Zealand and 
Australia Lord Craigavon has been paint- 
ing rosy pictures of Northern Ireland, 
according to the reports which have come 
to hand. On his arrival in Melbourne 
the local Press published an interview in 
which the Northern Premier commented 
upon the tarifi barriers erected by the 
Irish Free State against Northern Ire 
land, which also affect Great Britain 
and the rest of the Empire. This seemed 
to him to be a mistake of the first im- 
portance. It may be an unwise policy, 
but, on the other hand, Lord Craigavon 
said that he desired to lay stress on the 
fact that he had nothing to say against 
the tariff of Australia, as he realised that, 
besides assisting secondary industries, it 
was also necessary to obtain revenue, This 
scems to be rather puzzling. 

The efforts of our Prime Minister to 
‘boost ’’ Irish products across the seas 
must, however, be cordially commended. 
He has done his best to get the Australian 
tariff varied in favour of Irish linen, 
pointing out that linen could not be im- 
ported into Australia unless it was in the 
piece, except at a high tariff, the idea 
heing to give employment to hem-stitchers 
in the Dominion. In Ireland they wished 
to send the fabric in shorter lengths, but 
unhemmed, so as to offer more variety.

ULSTER PLAYER’S 
PERFORMANCE. 
a Soe 


Mr. Gerald Macnamara, of the Ulster 
Players, who are at the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin this week, i a humorous address to 
the members of the Dublin Rotary Club in 
Clery’s restaurant, yesterday, under the title 
of “The Evolution of Music.” 

The art of music, he sajd, is the oldest of 
all the arts, except, perhaps, the art of self. 
defence. Pre-historic man used his vocal 
irgans for singing thousands of years before 
he could speak. ‘Man was always in a state 
of evolution; so were animals, and he had 
no doubt that in time all animals would he 
able to converse fluently, though it would 
not be in our time. He believed that the

monkey would be the first of the lower® 


animals to speak, probably a few million 
years hence, and that it would be able to 
speak as good English—or Irish—as any 
:adio announcer, (Laughter.) 

In the bird world the owl was the one 
exception that did not sing. It was a dis. 
cruntled bird, and because it had no éar for 
music-~like many humans—it scoffed at all 
music, and hooted. The parrot was ironically 
cited as a bird that talked; but it did not 
talk, it just used ‘* fowl’’ language. 

The first musical instruments were not 


made by the hand of man; they grew. Cows’ 
horns were first used, simply use the 
cow was most easily caught. The harp was the 


first stringed instrument invented. 


| HARPING ON IT. 

The harp had been played by ancient 
bards and modern musicians all the ages; 
and if man behaved himself properly he 
would be playing the harp through all 
eternity. t instrument was the chosen 
emblem of the Emerald Isle; and it was 
used as a trade-mark by the most popular 
porter brewers in the world. 

Musical instruments were divided into 
four classes—reed, wind, string, and percus:- 
sion. The reediest instrument was the 
clarionet, the stringiest was the harp, the 
windiest the bagpipes,, and the percussionist 
the big drum. 

There was, said the speaker, no place in 
the world where drum-beating had attained 
such height of artistry as in Northern 
Ireland. (Laughter.) Many people who had 
no ear for music left the North at a certain 
period of the vear, just on account of this 
drum-beating, and went to Blackpool for 
peace and quiet. 


_ TEXT-BOOKS BETTERED., 

Music was divided into melody, harmony 
and discord; melody, a succession of single 
sounds forming what was known in the trade 
as a tune. unes were divided into three 
classes—first, second and third, or sacred, 
profane and party tunes. 

Giving a running sketch of. eminent 
musicians, Mr. Macnamara said that Bach 
was called the father of modern music. Bach 
cid not know this, but he did know that he 
was the father of twenty children. Bach was 
born on the 2lst March, 1685. He was a 
staunch Protestant, but, being only five years 
of age at the time, he was unable to take 
any active part in the Battle of the Boyne. 
Handel was born in the same year as Bach, 
but not in the same street. He made a poor 
living by his musical compositions, and would 
wang have died of starvation had it not 
een for the royalties on his own plaster 


busts. 
__ BURLESQUE BIOGRAPHY. 
Wolfgang Mozart began practising his 
scales when he was only eighteen months old, 
and his father, although a music teacher, 
was very fond of music. At the age of 
three years he had composed several sym- 


phonies, nocturnes, madrigals, polonaises, 
crinolines, etc., and could play them all 
blindfold with one finger. ozart com- 


posed all these surreptitiously, as his father 
helieved only in sacred music. As the elder 
Mozart played viola da gamba in the 
church choir, he was out very late every 
night practising. One night, or rather morn- 
ing, when the old man was rolling home— 
from choir practice—he was ““'arrested ' by 
the strains of music issuing from his 


parlour window. He clung to the 
area Tailings, spell-bound, intoxicated.

THE DUBLIN “ ZOO.” 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Sir Robert Woods states that 
“ Micro-Anatomy, Cytology and Em. 
bryology ” are not Zoology, and that modern 
zoologists have deserted the subject from 
which their title is derived. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. The first univer- 
sity posts connected with the study of 
animals were called chairs in Natural 
History, and are still known as such in the 
more venerable Scottish universities. These 
chairs were created as a result of the work 
of Linneus (1707-1778). Subsequently the 
now obsolescent school of Comparative 
Anatomy arose from the labours of Cuvier 
(1768-1852), and many university posts were 
made in “-mparative Anatomy. ‘lhe study 
of animals then comprised both Natural 
History and Comparative Anatomy, with the 
Natural History showing a tendency to get 
out of the universities into the nursery. 

The next step came in the wonderful 
modern developments arising out of the per- 
fection of the miscroscopes; the ‘pretty 
babies,’’ as Sir Robert called them, were 
born. The professor still taught in the uni- 
versities Comparative Anatomy, but carried 
out researches in Embryology, Micro- 
Anatomy and the newer branches of the 
science. A comprehensive word to cover ull 
these activities was wanted, and the term 
** Professor of Zoology’ took the place of 
“* Professor of Natural History ” or of ‘‘ Com- 

rative Anatomy.” Thus, when Sir Robert 

oods informs me that the term “ Zoology ' 
does not comprise ‘all the developments in 
that scienc:, I can only feel that he is 
ignorant of the history of the science. 

All this, however, is something apart from 
the statement I first made, which drew Sir 


Robert Woods’s attack—that the modern 
teaching of Zoology will continue quite 
happily without Zoological Gardens. I am 


sorry to find myself at variance with tir 
Robert Woods, for whom, if I may be per- 
mitted to say so, I have the liveliest respect.

NATIVE CLERGYMAN’S 
ADDRESS IN DUBLIN. 
——————— 


The Rev. Tse Kao Shen, a Chinese clergy- 
man, who has come over to take a theological 
course at Oxford University, was one of the 
+ ewes at the annual meeting of the Dublin 

niversity Fukien Mission and Women’s 
Auxiliary, which was held in the Regent 
House Trinity College, yesterday, the Pro- 
vost, Dr. E. J. Gwynn, being in the chair, 

ere was a very large attendance . 

Dr. Shen spoke on “ The Anti-Christian 
Movement and the Christian Situation in 
China To-day,” and at the close of his address 
dramatically exclaimed: “ Do you want more 
missionaries to go to China? It is now or 
never. We are meeting the greatest challenge 
to Chinese Christians, and Jeaders are too few, 

e need greater co-operation for the West. 
If you come now you can save the situation in 
China.”’ 

Another speaker, the Bishop of Meath, 
appealed for increased support for the mission 
and for more missionaries in view of the 
serious depletion of the Mission staff at 
Foochow and Funing since the war. Dr. 
Shen mado a similar appeal, and expressed 
thanks for the University’s support. 

After the Rev. E. J. Young had led with 
prayer, the Hon. Secretary, the Rev. R. M. 
Gwynn, F.,T.C.D., intimated to the meeting 
that he had just received a report from Mr. 
Lin, the Principal of Trinity College, 
Foochow, who asked him to appeal 
se. phá for a doctor in science owing to the 
lack oí a special teacher in that subject. 

THE PROVOST. 

The Provost, before introducing the 
Wa referred to the annual reports of the 

ukien Mission, the Women’s Auxiliary and 
the China’s Children’s Helping Band, and said 
that he was glad to see that the financial 

osition of the Mission was very favourable. 


or the year under review there was 
a total income of over £4,000, leaving 
a balance of £1,287, which showed 


a considerable increase on the previous year. 
At the same time, however, it was well to 
remember that much of this amount would 
have to be expended in bringing the mission 
staff in China up to its full complement, as 
he hoped would happen. 

Passing on to meal of the unrest in China, 
Dr. Gwynn said that, while in the past year 
there seemed to have been less danger from 
absolute violance, there still remained an anti- 
Christian movement, the origin of which was 
obscure to them. . He took that opportunity 
to welcome Dr. Shen, who had been in close 
touch with affairs in that country. (Applause.) 

THE BISHOP OF MEATH. 

The Bishop of Meath, who followed, said 
that, while they welcomed Dr. Shen on 
behalf of that College and University, he 
welcomed him on behalf of the whole Church 
of Ireland. (Applause.) 

Sometimes, he went on, he feared that they 
of the Church of Ireland were rather 
insular—they could scarcely help it, perhaps, 
in view of their geographic position. Any- 
thing that might widen the outlook of the 
members of the Church in any direction, he 
felt, must be good for them as a Church. 
He did not mean for a moment to speak 
disparagingly of what the Church of Ireland 
had done since the establishment of the 
foreign missions, but he did think that the 
one bright spot—perhaps, he should say the 
brightest spot of all—in the history of the 
Church in that period was its zeal for foreign 
missions. 

“I think that that has been the saving oí 
our Church in Ireland,’’ declared the Bishop 
“We can sympathise with those out in Chin. 
who are endeavouring to keep aloft the banne~ 
of the Church of Christ.’’ 

THE STUDENT IN CHINA, 

There seemed to be one point of eontact be- 
tween a university mission such as theirs and 
work in China, he continued, and that lay 
in the fact that the student in China counted 
for so much in the life of the nation. Down 
through the history of China the student had 
been the mark of the real aristocracy, and it 
was to him that the population looked for 
light and understanding. Student life in 
China had been undergoing a tremendous 
transformation during the past fifty to a 
hundred years, and one could not help feeling 
that there was an extra strong tinge of 
Western civilisation in the country. 

Sometimes people still asked: ‘‘ Why not 
leave the Chinese alone to their own reli- 
gion?” It was only a short time since a 
leading man in England made a very foolish 
statement to that effect, but it seemed to 
him that those who spoke in that way spoke 
without thinking. If they were honest about 
what they said they would clear out of the 
country : they would remove missionaries as 
well as Army, commerce and trade. 

“But we could not, and would not, agree 
to that,” said the Bishop. “ We are there, 
and there we must stay, and we must see to 
it to-day that we put before these people the 
highest ideals that we know of—the ideals 
of the Lord Jesus Christ Himself. That 
can be done best of all through the student 
population of China.” 

THE CHRISTIANITY MOVEMENT. 

One was glad to read that the student 
Christianity movement in China had been 
growing apace. Five years ago there was 
a membership of more than 25,000, and he 
believed that the movement had grown tre- 
mendously since. One saw a very great 
hope for the future of China, and he urged 
on those undergraduates present at the meet- 
ing the necessity of asking themselves 
whether they could not take a personal and 
more definite part in the wonderful work 
which the Fukien Mission was doing; 
whether, indeed, some of them could not 
go out and take their share in the work. 

There was a tremendous thirst for know- 
ledge in China, as in all Eastern lands at 
the present time, the Bishop added, and it 
was their duty to do all that they could to 
further the work of the Mission. (Applause.) 

DR. SHEN’S ADDRESS, 
Dr. Shen then addressed the meeting. The 


Boxer rising in 1900, he said, was 
the first anti-Christian movement, 
and it was a violent one. In the 


past ten years there had been another anti- 
Christian movement, and, while it had not 
been so bloodthirsty, it had been very well 
organised and went much deeper than the 
earlier one. Much of it, he thought, was due 
to Communistic influence. Generally speak- 
ing, however, the movement was a con- 
vergence of four dilierent parties in the 
country—the Communists, the Nationalists, 
the so-called scientific people, and the man 
in the street. It was the view of all of these, 
apparently, that China would be a better 
country withcut missionaries and without 
Christianity. 

The Nationalists said that, judging from 
the history of rong in the West, 
Christianity had been the cause and the 
supporter of so many wars in the West. How, 
then, could China get help from Christianity ? 

On the other hand, the Communists said 
that, since Christianity preserved the present 
order of society, it could not be a revolu- 
tionising agency. They were entering an age 
of industrial revolution, and Christianity in- 
troduced a capitalistic civilisation, which was 
not wanted. 

The ‘‘scientific’” and agnostic people argued 
that religion was of no use in a scientific age. 
Religion, they said, was a sop to make people 
satisfied with the order of things and keep 
them quiet. Christianity was not for pro- 
gress, and, therefore, could not be of benefit 
to China in her present struggle to achieve 
scientific advancement. 

The man in the street said: “It is all very 
well to read about the Sermon on the Mount; 
about loving our enemy, and go forth. We 
do not see that Christians are living according 
to that. Christians are either visionaries or 
hypocrites." 

THE ATTACK ON CHRISTIANITY. | 

“We must say to ourselves,” sal 
Dr. Shen: ‘Are they strong arguments 
against us, or are these ple saying things 
that are not true?’ fe should ask why 


‘Christianity, and not Buddhism or Moham- 


medanism, is attacked, as there must be a 
reason for it. The reason is that Christianity 
is too prominent in every walk of life. The 
attack on Christianity, therefore, is rather 
an indirect compliment to the Mission and 
the religion. en we think in that way 
we can understand why they throw their 
whole strength against Christianity. People 
would not waste their ammunition on a 
corpse.” k 

It should be recognised, however, said the 
speaker, that the anti-Christian movement 
was anti-Christian and not anti-Christ. All 
but two of numerous articles in support of 
the movement that he h were 
directed, not against Christ, but against 
Christians, missionaries, Church organisa- 
tions,and so “forth. There wers many in the 
ranks of the anti-Christian movement in

Then, 
again, one found Christianity being de- 
fended by non-Christian scholars. | The spirit 
of. Christianity was appreciated, Despite 
killings and destruction of property, not a 
single Government in the last ten years had 
come to China asking for indemnity. 
Chinese Christians had suffered great hard- 
ship and persecution, but he did not know 
of a single case where a Chinese Christian 
bad asked protection from a foreign Power; 
and that spirit, too, was appreciated. 

At present non-Christians, as well as 
Christians, in China were reading the Bible; 
they wanted to find out for themselves what 
there was in Christianity. Last year eight 
million copies of Bibles and Portions were 
sold by the four Bible societias working in 
China, being equal to the numbep sold in the 
previous four years, and twice the number 
sold for sixty years before that. 

CHRISTIAN INSTITUTIONS. 

Christian institutions in the country were 
exceedingly well patronised. Christian schools 
attracted more than they could receive, and 
this in spite of the fact that fon-Christian 
—Covernment—schools had better equipment 
and facilities, and cheaper fees. Christian 
hospitals were well supported, and the work 
of missionaries was much appreciated, and 
had led to many converts, 


Nor was the Chinese Government non- 
Christian. Out of the twelve Cabinet mem- 


bers seven were Christians. Not only was 
the Chinese Government not anti-Christian, 
but it asked for co-operation from the mis- 
sionaries. 

Dr. Shen concluded his address 
manner already described. 

In thanking him on behalf of.those present, 
the Provost said that it was apparent from 
his address that the causes of the anti-Chris- 
tian movement in China lay very largely in 
ourselves, the Western people. The Com- 
munists had exploited the country to a great 
extent, and it was natural that the people 
shoald be unwilling to accept anything linked 
with immorality. “When justice came before 
business they might be more ready to accept 
religion from us. ((Hear, hear.) 

THE REPORT. 

The annual report stated that, owing to a 
strike of the boys in the middle school, which 
formed part of Trinity College, Foochow, 
and was composed entirely of Christian boys, 
it was fans g necessary to close the school, 
which in future would not form part of 
Trinity College, although it might reopen 
elsewhere. ‘he boys of the Anglo-Chinese 
School and the Junior Boys’ Boarding School 
had remained loyal. The school building, 
which was burned in 1928, had been recon- 
structed. 

Another cause for anxiety was the threat 
of prohibition of religious instruction in the 
junior departments of the schools, but it 
was hoped that this alarm, like many others, 
would prove groundless. A further trouble 
had been the extreme depletion of the 
mission’s staff of men. Before the war its 
requirements were estimated at five men for 
Foochow and six for Funing, including two 
doctors. During the year there had been 
only two (one doctor) at Funing, and three 
at Foochow; and of these three, one was on 
his way home for furlough, 

On the women’s side, it was encouraging 
that reinforcements, which were ti og 
were now arriving. The Rev. R. M. Gwynn, 
40 1.C.D., was acting temporarily as Hon. 
Sec., following the resignation of the Rev. 
J. Tobias, but it had been decided that the 
main secretarial work of both the Fukien 
Mission and the Women’s Auxiliary should 
be discharged by a paid general secretary, 
and Mrs. i. Tuckey (Missionary Office, ag 
T.C.D.) had undertaken the post for a year.

LECTURE AND DEMONSTRATION 


ON GLASS-BLOWING., 
A lecture and demontizstion on ‘* Glass- 
Blowing’’ was delivered by Professor 


Leonard, F.,R.C.8.1., Ph.D., F.G.S., at the 
meeting of the Engineering and Scientific 
Assc-iation of Ireland, held in the Chemica] 
Theatre, College of Sciertee, Upper Merrion 
street, Dublin, last night. Mr. E. Joynt, 
President of the Association, was in the 
chair, and there was a good attendance. 

Professor Leonard was assisted by Mr. 
William Brady. The demonstrations advanced 
from the comparatively simple operation of 
joining two pieces of quill tubing to blowing 
bulbs. Most interesting of all was the experi- 
ment of sending a charge of electricity 
through a one-and-a-half-inch vacuum tube 
over ten feet long. The making of the tube 
by Professor Leonard and Mr. Brady about 
a month ago was a remarkable feat of skill 
and patience. 

Professor Leonard explained the processes 
as he went along in a most lucid manner. He 
suid that it was essential for the experimental 
scientist to have a knowledge and skill in 
glass-blowing.

. The German Plebiscite. . 
As the date of the proposed plebiscite in 
Germany approaches, the bankruptty of 
extremism in the Fatherland is being 
exposed more and more clearly. This 
plebiscite has been organised by Herr 
Hugenberg, the well-known newspaper 
magnate, who of recent years has been 
prominent in Nationalist politics, His 
newspaper attacks on the Government have 
been so virulent that his publications have 
achieved a suecés de scandale; to the 
delight of his circulation managers, but to 
the despair of all honest Germans. When 
the Young Plan was adopted, and was 
ratified provisionally by Herr Stresemann, 
Herr Hugenberg decided to launch a 
major attack on the Government. Under 
the Weimar Constitution any issue can 
be referred to the people of Germany if a 
certain number of signatures can be 
obtained for a “ national demand.” Herr 
Hugenberg induced the requisite number 
of citizens to initiate a plebiscite, and on 
December 22nd the people of the Reich 
will be asked to declare their opposition 
to the Young Plan. If the appeal to the 
electorate succeeds, not only will the 
Young Plan be defeated, but, by virtue 
of an additional clause in the plebiscite, 
who henceforth

Russia, Poland and the Scandinavian 
lands prove in their domestic and public 
architecture that colour is no monopoly of 
the South.

British Crews. 


For some time Lascar and Arab sailors 
have been creeping into Great Britain. 
According to a deputation from the 
National Union of Seamen, which waited 
yesterday upon permanent officials of tire 
Board of Trade and the Home Office, no 
less than forty-cight per cent. of the fire- 
men shipped from Cardiff alone during 
the first ten months of this year were 
Arabs. In the case of the north-cast 
coast, where a few years ago steamers were 
manned exclusively by British crews, the 
percentage of coloured firemen had risen 
to fifty-three. The deputation urged that 
the law against alien coloured seamen 
domiciled in Great Britain should be 
enforced rigorously. It appears that, 
although some of these Arabs, being 
natives of Aden and British Somaliland, 
are British subjects, the majority come 
from French and Italian Somaliland, and 
have found their way into the country by 
devious and improper methods. © The 
deputation claimed that, if these persons 
were ejected, the Union would be able not 
only to find berths for its own members, 
many of whom at present are unemployed, 
but to assist such naval ratings as 
might be discharged as a result of the 
forthcoming Five-Power Conference. These 
representations were not without their 
effect on Mr. Smith and Mr. Short, who, 
on behalf of the Board of Trade and the 
Home Office respectively, promised a 
thorough examination of the whole 
problem. We trust that their promises 
will be translated into action; for the 
views of the Union seem to us to be 
eminently reasonable. Furthermore, all 
those who have any knowledge of the 
conéitions obtaining in Mediterranean 
ports are aware of the undesirable results 
that invariably attend the establishment 
of coloured colonies. Already such colonies 
exist in South Wales, London and other 
places, and, unless prompt action is taken, 
they may become a cesspool of vice and of 
the drug traffic. The National Union of 
Seamen has performed a public service by 
its exposure of a situation that never 
ought to have been allowed to develop. 


Potatoes.

A conference 
Spalding to discuss 
has arisen in the potato-growing in- 
dustry. For a Jóng" time  ygrowers 
have experienced an increasing difficulty 
in obtaining an economic return for 
their produce. Various explanations 
for this decline in prices have been 
adduced, .and some ascribe the present 
situation to the vast development of motor 
trafic during the last decade. It seems 
that citizens who once celebrated their 
““week-ends ” by the consumption of 
noble repasts at which potatoes were a 
prominent feature now content themselves 
with sandwiches, which they eat by the 
roadside. The conference, however, very 
properly confined its attention to the 
problems of marketing. It was stated 
that, although the consuming public pays 
£9 a ton for potatoes, the grower receives 
only thirty-five shillings, while his costs 
of production amount to about £3 a ton. 
Thus it would appear that, in spite of the 
habits of motorists, the industry has only 
itself to blame if it cannot yield an 
adequate profit. With a margin of £6 
between the selling price and the cost of 
production, the future of potato-growers 
ought to be rosy. After several speeches, 
in which the use of the National Mark, 
better dressing and the proper selection cf 
tubers were advocated, a resolution was 
adopted that a policy of marketing which 
would co-ordinate all sections of the 
industry was essential. Mr. Dallas, M.P., 
was present to give the blessing of the 
Minister of Agriculture to the proceed- 
ings, which closed upon a hopeful note. 
Indeed, the figures justify it.

Mr. Henderson, when announcing in the 
House of Commons this afternoon that 
precautions had to be taken in China to 
protect British lives and property, made 
a great impression on the Socialists: .for 
they could find nothing to jeer at in such 
a statement by one of their own men. 
Mr. Henderson went on to relate details 
of the situation at Nanking. with the 
concentration of women and children at 
the river-side, while the Labour men sat 
quiet and gloomy. They were silent when 
Captain Peter Macdonald pointed out that 
the situation largely had been influenced 
by Soviet propaganda. Sir Laming 
Worthington-FEvans asked Mr. Henderson 
whether or not he had been in communi- 
eation with Mr. Eugene Chen, but re- 
ceived no answer. The Opposition members 
shouted again and again for a reply, but 
none was forthcoming. and Commander 
Locker-Lampson then tried to put a 
further .question; but bv this time the 
Government supporters had recovered them- 
selves. and they howled him ‘down. In 
diplomatic circles the situation at Nanking 
is thought to be somewhat serious, since 
the rebellion of the Government troops 
has been affected by the Communist pro- 
paganda. 


Privy Courcil Appeals. 

A lively interest was’ taken in a 
question put in the House of Commons 
this afternoon by Sir Kingsley Wood to 
the Prime Minister as to whether or not 
the Irish Free State Government had 
made any communication to the British 
Government concerning the Irish Treatr. 
Mr. Macdonald replied that no com- 
munication of the nature indicated had 
been received recently by the Government 
here. This should dispose of rumours that 
the Trish Free State Government had made 
representations to the Dominions Office 
regarding the appeals to the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council following 
upon the speech made by Mr. Blythe. 
There was talk to this effect last week, 
but nobody could make a definite state- 
ment, and it is probable that the whole 
thing was simply gossip. 


The Independent Labour Party. 


The attitude of the Council of the 
Independent Labour Party towards the 
Government is beginning to shock Labour 
members generally, and to-day Mr. Ernest 
Thurtle, who is parliamentary private 
secretary to Mr. George Lansbury, his 
father-in-law, the First Commissioner of 
Works, is resigning from the body, which 
step is likely to be taken by others. In 
his letter of resignation Mr. Thurtle 
remarks that ‘‘ it appears that lovalty to 
the Independent Labour Party, and not 
to the larger body, of which tt is a com- 
ponent part, is the test of political virtue. 
This attitude as a manifestation of 
malapert “egotism is impressive; as a 
conception of democracy it is grotesque.”’ 
It remains to be seen what effect this little 
lecture will have upon the malcontents. 


The London Naval Conference. 


It is not likely that the question as to 
the position of food ships and their 
freedom from seizure will figure among 
the subjects to be dealt with by the 
London Naval Conference. . This is not 
due to any lack of interest in the views of 
President Hoover, who suggested the im- 
munity from seizure-in war-time of ships 
carrying food, but to a recognition that 
discussion would be premature while so 
much remains to be done regarding 
simpler questions upon which it may be 
possible to secure a more definite agree- 
ment. It is hoped that the agenda of the 
Conference will be confined to subjects 
which, though they may form the basis 
for lengthy discussions, will be capable cf 
leading the deliberations towards a 
tangible result. 


The Cattle Show at Islington. 


At one time Cattle Show Week—or, to 
give it its correct title, the week during 
which the annual Show of the Smithfield 
Club is held at the Royal Agricultural 
Hall, Islington—was a great event; for 
many people and thousands of visitors 
flocked to London every year. It has 
been beaten in this respect by the Motor 
Show, which now attracts far more 
regular visitors yearly from the provincial 
centres than the Cattle Show; but the 
latter is still an affair of some importance, 
and numerous agriculturists were in town 
to-day. In some cases they had come 
not only to visit the Show, but also to see 
their members of Parliament in order to 
direct attention to the need for a more 
helpful agricultural policy on the part of 
the Government, and several informal 
conferences are to take place in London 
during the weex. 7 


More Ga!les Coming. 


London was one of the most miserable 
places to-day, suffering, as it was, from 
the after-effects of the gales and the 
present downpour of rain, which continued 
without intermission for hours. It was 
hoped that the worst of the gales was 


over, but it is predicted to-day that, up 


to now, only the advance guard has 
reached this country and that a string ot 
gales is on its way across the Atlantic 
which will exceed in violence anything 
yet experienced. The shortage of water 
throughout the country during the 
summer has been made good, so far as 
the surface appearances are concerned ; 
but it will take many months for the 
effects of the rain to be felt in the deep- 
lying wells. There are still places in the 
country where there is insufficient water, 
and stocks have to be conveyed from 
other places, though the situation has 
been eased by the rains. 


Stock Exchange Christmas Holidays. 


The London Stock Exchange is to have 
a five days’ holiday at Christmas, from 
December 24 until the following Monday ; 
lor a petition to the Stock Exchange 
Committee for closing the House on 
Friday, December 27, has succeeded. 1t 
was announced to-day that the House 
would be closed on that day. Some oppos' 
tion to the petition had been expressed 
by members whe consider that. as th. 
Stock Exchange is a semi-public institu- 
tion, the convenience of clients should be 
studied in the matter of holidays. The: 
Suggested that it might give rise to 
inconvenience if the House were closed 
and clients thereby found themselves 
unable to make transfers at the Bank of 
England and other banks.

TOWNS SURROUNDED BY

There was a further rise in the Thames 
at Reading yesterday, and the town is 
surrounded by a great expanse of flood 
water.

On Sunday evening Limerick was swept 
by a violent gale, accompanied by showers 
of hail and loud peals of thunder, with 
vivid flashes of lightning. The wind 
partly dismantled the Curraghogower 
Rowing Club premises yesterday. Violent 
rain squalls occurred at intervals, The 
apprehension felt for the safety of the 
Limerick-owned’ steamer, the Kerryhead, 
was allayed by her arrival in the port 
yesterday morning. She left Liverpool 
last Tuesday, being due to arrive at 
Limerick on Friday morning: Her master, 
Captain McHaskill, took his vessel on the 
northern passage and ran for shelter to 
Sheephaven, Co. Donegal, where the 
steamer lay at anchor till the gale had 
somewhat subsided. 

The Clyde Shipping Company’s steamer, 

Aranmore, which left Limerick last Fri- 
day night tor Glasgow, rematned in the 
Shannon till Sunday morning, when she 
was forced by the fury of the north- 
westerly gale and heavy seas to return to 
Limerick.

SHANNON IN FLOOD. 


LARGE AREAS UNDER 
WATER. 


In the low lands along the Shannon 
some farmers’ houses were partially un- 
roofed, sheds were blown away, and there 
was much destruction of haystacks and 
straw reeks. The flood is extending in all 
directions. Golden Island is completely 
flooded, and the house occupied by Mrs. 
Curley, mother of the Archbishop of 
Baltimore, U.S.A., is surrounded by 
water. The flood in this area spreads 
right up to the back of Irishtown, 
Athlone, and from there extends all over 
the flat lands down to Clonmacnoise, a 
distance of twelve square miles. 

Tho opposite side of the Shannon, at 
Athlone, Bonarina, from behind Heaton’s 
Mills, for many miles, is one great sheef 
of water. Further down at the Shannon 
Harbour and Banagher the floods are very 
extensive. i 

The Athlone sports field is under five 
feet of water; only the tips of the goal- 
seen. 

On the north side of Athlone, as far as 
Kiltoon and on to Tarmonbarry, large 
areas are under flood, 

Along the entire valley of the Suck 


and the Ballinasloe districts the country-

Mr. Henderson—In the pledge given by 
the Prime Minister I think he had in 
mind that the debate had to take place 
in this House.

Mr. Henderson replied that he claimed 
no right to imply anything that was not 
intended in the Prime Minister's state- 
ment,

JERUSALEM, Monday. 
The Jews opened their case at to-day s 
resumption of the sitting of the Palestine 
Inquiry Commission. 
Mr. Isaiah Braude, who was ia charge 
of the Palestine Zionist Execntive at the 
time of the disturbances, gave evidence 
as to the events at the Wailing Wall in 
July and August. He contended that 
lack of firm action by the Government 
contributed to the troubles in August. 
Cross-examined by Auni Bey Abdul 
Hadi, he said that the new door near the 


abuse of its use was a danger. The flag 
raised by the Jewish demonstrators on 
August 15th was the Zionist national flag, 
but witness did not know any reason for 
Arab dislike. 

He agreed that the majority of the 
Arabs in Palestine believed that the Jews 
had national aspirations, and it ' was: 
quite possible that the Jewish demonstra- 
tion on August 15th was likely to provoke 
the Arabs.

passage of the Poor Relief 
(Dublin) ' through the Dail, Mr. Good 
said ‘the Minister for Local Government 
had characterised as antediluvian the proposal 
of the Chamber that each county should be 
responsible for the maintenance of its own 
nationals.. This proposal was embodied in the 
latest legislation for England, and Wales—the 
Poor Law Bill, an measure which had 
been amended by a joint committee, and was 
at wresént in the Report stage in the House 
of Lords. . * : | 

The Secretary stated that Part I. of the 
British Bil! sets up the machinery for the 
administration of the Poor Law on a county 
basis. Part II. defines the duties of family 
and local -aathoriiy, respectively, as fol- 
jows:— 

(Section 14).— “ It shail be, the duty of the 
father, grandfather, mother, grandmother, 
hushand or child, of a poor, old, blind, lame 
vu» impotent person, or other poor person not 
able to by da Aí possessed of sufficient means, 
to relievé and maintain that person.” 

(Section 15) states that it shall be the duty 
of the Council of every county and county 
borough" (a) to set to work all such 

rsons, “whether married or unmarried, as 
hood fo means to maintain themselves, and 
use no ordinary and daliy trade of life to 
get their living by ; (b) to provide such relief 
as may he necessary for the lame, impotent, 
eld, blind, and such other persons as are poor 
and not able to work; (c) to set to work, or 
put out as apprentices, all children whose 
parents are not, in the opinion of the Council, 
ahle to keep and maintain their children; and 
‘d) to do and execute all other things con- 
cerning the matters aforesaid as to. the Coun- 
cii may seem convenient. Subject to the 
provisions of this Act as to orders of removal, 
the duties of the Cauneil of a county or 
county borough under this section shall apply 
to all persons within their county or county 
máil ice 

Part III. deals with Settlement, Irremov- 
ability and Removal. 

Section 84 says—‘‘ A person shall be deemed 
to be settled in the county or county borough 
in which he was born, until it is howe that 
he has derived or acguired a settlement else- 
where, or is presumed to be settled else- 
where, and the county or county borough in 
which a person is last settled shall be deemed 
io be his county or county borough of settle- 
ment,”’ 

A person may derive a settlement in a 
county or county borough‘from a parent or 
from a husband. 

A person may acquife a settlement in » 
county or county borough by :—(1) residence 
for three years; (2) appreniiceship; (5) having 
an estate and residing 40 days; (4) renting a 
tenement for a year at not less than £10 and 
residing 40 days; (5) paying the rates and/or 
taxes of a tenement, his own property of 
ee of at least £10 and residing 40 

ays. 

A person may be presumed to be settled in 
a county or county borough by reason of an 
estoppel—+.¢., by non-appeal, or dismissal of 
appeal, against a removal order. 

Inder Section 92—‘‘ A person born in any 
Poor Law institution shall, so far as regards 
his settlement of birth, be deemed to have 
been born in the county or county borough 
in which his mother was residing before she 
last became chargeable as an inmate of the 
Poor ‘Law institution.”’ 

““ No nerson yhose mother was at the time 
of his birth a prisoner in a priscn or a 
patient in a lying-in hospital, shall be deemed 
to be settled, by reason of his birth therein, 
in the county or county borough in which 
the prison or hospital is situated, and in the 
case of an illegitimate child born in a lying-in 
hospital, the county or county borough in 
which the mother was settled at the time of 
birth shall be deemed to be the child’s rettle- 
ment of birtn.’’ 

IRREMOVABILITY. 

Section 93 states that ‘‘ No person shall be 
removed, nor shall any order be made for the 
removal of any person, from any county or 
county borough in which he has resided for 
one year next before the applicaticn for the 
order ; IEA that any time during which 
he has been, ster aa, resident in an institu- 
tion or in receipt of poor relief shall not be 
regarded as interrupting his residence in the 
county or county borough, but shall, for all 
purposes, be excluded in the computation of 
time hereinbefore mentioned.’’ 

REMOVAL. 

Section 94.—‘' A person who is in receipt 
of relief, unless rendered irremovable by 
virtue of the foregoing provisions of this Act, 
may be removed in manner hereinafter pro- 
vided to his county or county borough of 
settlement.”’ 

The procedure is by complaint made by the 
council of the county or county borough 
before two Justices of the Peace, and “ if 
any person removed under a removal) order 
returns to and again becomes chargeable to 
the county or county berough from which he 
was removed within twelve months after his 
removal, and without the consent of the 
council of that county or county bcrough, he 
shall be deemed an idle and disorderly person 
within the meaning of Section 3 of the 
Vagrancy Act, 1824.” 

It was agreed to send a copy of the state 
ment to each member of the Senate and te 
send copies of the statement and the bill to 
President Cosgrave and the Minister for 
Local Government.

A FLUCTUATING TRADE.

MATTERS FOR SERIOUS 
INVESTIGATION, | 


In the ¢ oí a Jegiure on “ The Port 
of Cork: its Trade and Shipping,” which 
he delivered in Cork last night to the members 
of the two Chambers of Commerce in the 
city, and the Cork Industrial Development 
Association, Mr. C. P. McCarthy said that 
the most marked feature of the post-war 

riod was the extraordinary increase in the 
iner tonnage using the port. The general 
tonnage had, however, shown a decided de- 
crease in the post-war jod, and it had 
been marked with wide fluctuations. 

The following table, he said, showed the 
position since 1922 as regards liner and 
general tonnage :-—

The general classification covers all tonnage 
other than liner, but excluding wreck and 
leak, vessels landing sick, Admiralty and 
fishing boats. 

THE FREE STATE PORTS. | 

Before considering these figures in detail, 
he continued, it may be noted that in_the 
matter of tonnage entering and leaving Free 
State ports Cork dominates the position. In 
1929, out of a total of we an ge net gn 
tons arriving at or departing from our ports, 
Cork sgmismae ba for en less than 9,2/5,105 
tons, or approximately half the whole. The 
Cork figure is, of course, heavily weighted 
by the liner tonnage, and cannot be used 
comparatively except with caution, Dublin 
was the second largest, with a total of 
4,539,855 tons. 


In view of the recent proposals for the | 


development of Galway, it may be noted that 
in 1927 the net shipping tonnage of that port 
was 101,774 tons, and in 1 210,369 tons. 
The liners contitiogts in anchorage dues ap- 
proximately six per cent. of the whole income 
of the Cork Harbour Commissioners. 
FOREIGN AND CROSS-CHANNEL, 

As regarJs tonnage, he said that the 
post-war period shows a steady growth 
and marks a very substantial increase as com- 
pared to pre-war times. In 1927 this tonnage 
amounted to 302,962 tons, which was 76 per 
cent. higher than the highest recorded pre- 
war figure. The lowest pre-war year was 
1906, when only 122,023 tons entered the 
port. 1910 was the highest. The effect of 
the unrestricted submarine campaign on this 
tonnage was very marked. ; i 

The port has not in the period since 1919 
reached its pre-war volume of cross-Channel 
tonnage. The average cross-Channel tonnage 
of the last three pre-war years was 596,741 
tons. The average of the three years 1926 to 
1928 was only 290,031 tons, and for the 
current year it amounted to 517,022 tons. 
The highest pre-war tonnage was in 1915, 
with a total of 424,594 tons. The highest 
post-war figure was that of 1925, when it 
totalled 320,275 tons. 

The collier tonnage is subject to very con- 
siderable fluctuations, and in the post-war 
period markedly so. The 1920 figure of 
186.037 tons ‘was in excess of any year since 
1900, excepting 1910, with its total of 187,134 
tons. The coal imports of the port vary 
widely from year to vear. 

From 1900. to 1916 the coaster remained 
fairly steady. In the last three pre-war years 
it averaged 45,445 tons. After 1916 it began 
to shrink in an extraordinary fashion. The 
period of under-sea warfare was not a happy 
one for the defenceless coaster. 

HIGH FREIGHTS AND POOR 
FACILITIES. 

The most important export of the port is 
live-stock, and at the tribunal very serious 
charges were made as to the high freights 
charged on cattle. In the matter of facilities 
I have been mformed that the facilities avail- 
able sre wholly meapable of dealing with 
shipments of cattle in the flush periods ot 
the year, and, in consequence, substantial 
losses arise for shippers whose beasts are 
held over for one, two, and sometimes three 
days. such holding-over leading to loss and 
deterioration. The Harbour Board may’ not 
be above reproach in this matter of storage 
accommodation. 

In the whole matter there seems immediate 
cause for inquiry. We have recently had 
proposals for establishing a free port in the 
mid-harbour. On the foregoing facts it 
would appear much more urgent to achieve 
real freedom in the upper harbour.

BRITISH POTATO 
INDUSTRY. 


PROPOSED MARKFTING 
BOARD.

Mr. James Blindell, M.P., Chairman of the 
Potato Growers’ Special Emergency Com. 
mittee, stated vesterday that the Conference, 
representative of all sections of the potato 
industry from all parts of the Kingdom, 
which was held at Spaling on Saturday night, 
established a Special Emergency Committee 
of a nationally representative character to 
consider a number of propositions, with the 
object of placing the trade once agaim on a 
sound footing. The Committee was especially 
charged to proceed with the formation of a 
British United Potato Marketing Board, and 
it was further resolved to ask growers and 
all engaged in the trade to form in each 
area united area committees to take imme- 
diate action .to deal with the present 
disastrous state of the petato market. 

The Conference agreed that, in order to 
market profitably this season’s crop all con- 
nected with the industry should adopt the 
following measures :-- 

(a) All potatoes shall be riddled in not 
less than one and three-quarters inch riddle 
for one month from December 11. 

(b) No potatoes shall be loaded on commis- 
sion for a period of ten days from Wednes- 
day, December 11, to Saturday, December 21, 
inclusive.

THE COMING NAVAL 
CONFERENCE. 


GENERAL DAWES ON 
NEW DIPLOMACY, 


General Dawes, the American Ambassador, 
speaking at a dinner givcn by, the . 
ing Uniery at the Park ‘Lane 1 i 
London, last night, said that the Great War 
had had: # profound effect upon world 
diplomacy, and because of it there had been 
evolved what was calléd the “new 
diplomacy.” 

“When those first in authority go to an 
important conference they, above all others, 
both better understand, and fear the reper- 
cussions of domestic public sentiment, and 
better realise the necessity for the frank dis- 
cussion of them. Each, conscious of the 
lim..ations set upon him by domestic public 
sentiment, of necessity considers sympathti- 
cally the analogous limitations of his fellow- 


contfreres. 

“A frank and confidential interchange of 
knowledge as to such limitations soon makes 
clear to their minds that joint limit upon the 
terms of the agreement beyond which none 
can make concessions, and secure its ratifica- 
tion by Parliaments whose action is largely 
determined by public sentiment.”’ 

THE COMING CONFERENCE. 

“The coming Naval Conference,” said 
General Dawes, “ meets in the period of the 
new diplbmacy, and with a recognition of 
the value of its methods. At that 
Conference able men in high authority in 
the different nations will personally partici- 
pate. With a joint realisation of the value 
of contacts and the frank discussion of diffi- 
culties, informal preliminary negotiations 
have been for a long time, and are now, in 

ress. The Conference will meet, there- 
ba after, perhaps, as thorough a pre- 
liminary consideration of the best methods 
of approach to its problems as has ever been 
had in similar gatherings. 

Mr. A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said :—‘‘ If it is true, as I have 
feared, that we have begun to see a re- 
opening of a competitive race in armar.enis, 
it seems to me that the first thing to do 
to prevent any further race is to secure a 
point of stabilisation upon which the nations 
can agree, and without which it will be im- 
possible to get the nations around a table 
ready to agree to a progressive reduction in 
armaments. 

“I can assure our own people, and. those 
on the other side of the Atlantic, that there 
is nothing wanting on this side in the minds 
and hearts of a great. seafaring and mari-

MR. H. S. HORNE’S 
AFFAIRS. 


£300,000 LIABILITIES.

The first meeting of creditors was held at 
the London Bankruptcy Court yesterday in 
connection with the failure of Henry Spence 
Horne, who recently filed his petition, and 
described himself as of 74 Park Street, 
W., and of Emsworth, Hants, a director 
of public companies. Some 75 proofs of debt 
were lodged by creditors, their total being 
£276.192, and, acocrding to a preliminary 
estimate of Mr. Horne, his liabilities amount 
to £330,000. He values his assets roughly at 
£54,000 

Mr. Horne was in attendance. 

The Official Receiver said that Mr. Horne 
attributed his insolvency to the unprecedented 
depreciation of his holdings in the companies 
with which he had been connected. 

According to a draft statement of affairs 
which had been lodged, the ranking 
liabilities amounted to £344,669, and the 
assets were valued at £45,669. Mr. Horne 
had stated that he served in the Army from 
November, 1914. until 1918, and, after 
demobilisation, paid £7,000 for “a quarter 
interest in a firm of stock brokers. After- 
wards his interest was increased, but in 1921 
or 1922 he retired. 

Mr. Horne had also been interested in the 
Carmelite Trust, Ltd., which was formed to 
concentrate on the newspaper industry, and 
in Anglo-Foreign piel ah Seo Ltd. As a 
result of depreciation of shares, he had lost 
in those two companies £100,000. He had 
also lost £120,000 in other newspaper hold- 
ings. He was advised that he was insolvent, 
and he had no alternative to filing his peti- 
tion. Since 1922 Mr. Horne had bought and 
carried on several farms. 

There was no offer of composition before 
the meeting, and the debtor intimated that 
he was wing. to consent to an order of 

he creditors passed a resolu- 
tion for the appointment of Mr. K. A. 
Layton-Bennett, chartered accountant, as 
trustee of Mr. Horne’s estate.

‘*BULLDOG DRUMMOND” AT 
THE SAVOY CINEMA. 


The new Savoy Cinema showed commend- 
able judgment in was. for release the 
filmed version of ' Bulldog Drummond.”’ 
finan. na famous creation is one of the most 
popular figures in after-war fiction, and the 
series of stories in which he figures have 
been as eagerly read as. were Conan Doyle’s 
tales of Sherlock Holmes a quarter of a 
century ago. The exploits of this ex-officer, 
seeking for adventure in any shape or form, 
even mildly criminal, rovide splendid 
material ior the screen, full of mystery and 
dramatic action as they are. 

The story is well presented, the opening 
scenes showing a bored ex-officer, Captain 
Drummond, driven to insert advertisements 
in the papers in the hope that adventure, in 
some form or other, will help him to get rid 
of a monotonous existence. There follows 
his meeting with the mysterious lady at a 
roadside inn outside London, and his con- 
flict with the criminal gang who have in- 
terned their victim in a fake mental hospital. 
The story passes through exciting scenes, in 
which Drummond has hair-raising adventures 
before rescuing the old man. 

The action is admirably preserved, and, as 
far as possible, the situations are given an 
air of realism, though there are one or two 
spots where the story, to achieve its aim, 
had to strain the imagination. The act: 
ing is very realistic, especially that of 
Renald Colman. It was pleasant to find that 
he has such a lovely speaking voice, with 
only the faintest suggestion of the Hollywood 
accent. Indeed, all the voices, perhaps with 
one exception, are excellent. Lilyan Tashman, 
hoth in action and in speech, rivalled Colman 
for the honours in this excellent production. 


“BLACKMAIL'” AT THE 


GRAFTON CINEMA. 


Hitherto there has been a tendency, if the 
feeling is not something stronger, to shrug 
the shoulders when a film is referred to es 
British, and too often one has heard the 
comment, “' Oh, it is British.” One must 
admit that there has been an amount cf 
justification for all this, but after seeing 
“ Blackmail,” the British International 
picture, at the Grafton Cinema this week 
there will be less inclination to reject so 
readily the productions of our neighbours 
across the Irish Sea. Having seen quite a 
big percentage of the super-productions, both 
of America and Continental origin, one can 
honestly say that “ Blackmail’’ is up to the 
standard of the best, and far above the 
standard of many.

The story is a compelling one, holding the 
interest from start to finish, A modern 
London girl in love with a young detective 
starts a flirtation with an artist in Chelsea.

The story from that point moves on with 
gripping interest, and ends on a perfectly 
natural note. 

The scenes in which the action takes place 
add enoimously to the attraction of the film. 
Here are well-known spots in London 
familiar to audiences, The Houses of Parlia- 
ment, New Scotland Yard, the Strand, 
Trafalgar square and Pall Mall, in which the 
Londoners. are seen going about their 
ordinary every day vocations, unmindful 
that they were playing their parts in this 
production. There is a delightfully familiar 
scene in Jyous’s Corner House, with its 
dining crowds and the array of “ Nippy ”’ 
waitresses carrying out their duties. 

The version at the Grafton is the. “‘Talkie’’ 
version, and here at last one hears the 
English accent of everyday life.

NOTTINGHAM, Monday Night. 

Floods all over the country look like 
stopping racing for some time. The Wind- 
sor course is all under water, and it is most 
unlikely that there will be any racing there 
on Wednesday or Thursday. Hurst Park 
on the last two days of the week is also 
uncertain. 

It was. just, possible to race here this 
afternoom; for there was some flood water 
on parts of the course. It was one of the 
most dismal afternoons imaginable; for it 
rained all the time, and there was a thick 
mist on: the course ‘which blotted out a 


view of most of the racing, so that what. 


should have been an interesting day's sport 
was completely spoiled. 

All the horses low in the handicap were 
fevoured by the conditions, ahd they came 
up every time. The first race of the after- 
noon was won by Lientenant-Colonel Gerald 
Foljambe’s four-year-old filly, Pixie, a 
daughter of Battle Axe, who was a maiden 
until to-day. The top weight, Fiddle Pin, 
was made favourite, but he was well beaten 
a long way from home, and the filly, 
although she made a bad mistake at the 
second last fence, won by eight lengths from 
Gavin. 

The Trent Selling Handicap Hurdle was 
won by the favourite,’ Survivor, who is 
owned and trained by G. Clancy. This son 
of Shogun beat Call the Game by three 
lengths, and was then bought in for 270 
guineas. It cost 20 guineas less to buy 
Bonar Bridge after he had won the Selling 
Steeplechase in a canter by ten lengths from 
John Hasty. He is only a five-year-old, and 
Colonel Birkin probably got a bargain in 
buying him. e goes back to W. Payne, 
who produced him this afternoon. 

GO EASY'S VICTORY 

Favne won another race later in the dav, 
when Mrs. Hollins’s young hurdler, Go 
Easy, took the Clifton Hurdle. He did 
not give quite so smooth a performance as 
he did when he won at Newbury, but the 
very soft ground was probably against him. 
He was interfered with in the straight, and 
was just a clever winner from Mr. Laid- 
law's Melanippe. 

Stanley Harrison, whose horses have been 
so successful this year, won the principal 
steeplechase of the day, the Mapperly Handi- 
cap, with Sutton Wick, whose last appearance 
was made in a selling steeplechase at Bir- 
mingham, which he won from Nautical Swell. 
He was verv low in the handicap here, and 
he won easily by a length from Toybeil. 
Master Billic was one of the runners in this 
race, and he jumped as well as he always 
does, but he could find no speed, and was 
heaten ten lengths for ¢econd place. 

Grakle was among the runners for the 
Bentinck Handicap Hurdle, this being his 
first race since the; Grand National last 
March. He ran well for upwards of a mile 
and then dropped back to finish second last. 
Forbra, a half-brother to Sanbra, who won 
at Leicester last week, Won a good race from 
Water Toi, a filly by Achtoi, who made most 
of the running.

After crossing the 
drain, the fox turned sharp right-handed and, 
running parallel with: the main road, the 
bitches fairly raced into Castle Hewson with- 
out the semblance of a check. Pushing him 
through Castle Hewson and Stewick. he 
pointed as for Inchirourke, but turning sharp 
back was killed in the covert after thirty- 
five brilliant minutes. The going was 
extremely good. and the fox took a line that 
emptied a number of saddles. 

Hounds met on Fridav, December 6th, in 
real wet weather at Maine. Found at once, 
and a brace left without any delay. Hounds 
hunted one towards Kilmeedy. but turning 
right-handed, ran down towards the New- 
castle West road, where he was lost. The 
field jogged on to Ballinakill, but hounds did 
not open for some time. However, as soon as 
they did a fox went away on the east side 
and was hunted with practically no _ scent 
through Rathfreda to the Rath beside Knock- 
aderry, where he was marked. It was now 
blowing and raining so hard that hunting 
was out of the question, and the order was 
for home. 

Kilballyowen on Saturday, 7th. Much to 
the surprise of everyone, a fine morning 
greeted the field after the previous night’s 
gale.

QUESTION OF LMPLIED 
WARRANTY. 


(SEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 
Mrs. Eileen Filgate, Lissenney, Audee, wile

Richard Sheehan, horse dealer, Brooklands, 
Mallow, Co. Cork, for £48 6s.; the price of a 
mare sold and delivered to the defendant, or, 
in the alternative, for damages for alleged 
breach of contract. 
Mr. Callan (instructed by Messrs. Carton, 
O'Meara and Kiernay), for the plaintiff, said 
that his client sent a mere named Mermaid 
to Sewell’s to be sold on the 5th May, 1927. 
In the description in the catalogue i was 
mentioned that the mare had hunted two 
seasons with the Louth Hounds, and had 
carried the first whip. The mare was put 
up for sale at Sewell’s and bought by the 
defendant. After the sale the defendant 
asked a ma to put a saddle on the mare and 
ride her, and it appeared to ride badly. The 
defendant then refused to take the mare, and 
it was !eft at Sewell’s. In the correspondence 
which followed, it was alleged that the mare 
was sold with a guarantee, which apparently 
implied that she was quiet to ride; but the 
plaintiff stated that she was sold without any 
warranty as to riding. 
Mrs. Filgate, in her evidence, stated that 
she rede the mare during the first two sea- 
sons that it hunted. The animal was a very 
uncertain mount, highly strung, but a very 
good fencer. 
Cross-examined by Mr. MeCarthy (instructed 
by Mr. J. J. Early), for the defendant, the 
witness said that it was usually understood 
that a horse ridden by a lady was a quiet 
mount. 
Miss Henry, a friend of the plaintifi, who 
had also ridden the mare, said that it was a 
very nice ride.

CHILDREN’S DEATHS 
FROM BURNING, 


--—-- —_ & —-—- 
TWO DUBLIN INQUESTS. 

Two cases of death from burns were m 
vestigated by the Dublin Uity Coroner (Dr. 
Louis A. Byrne) vesterday. : 

In the cast of Martha Marv O'Reilly, aged 
fifteen years, of 15 lpper Exchange street, 
who died in Mercer's Hospital ou Friday 
last, evidence was given from which It ap- 
peared that the girl, whose mother was out, 
had lit a gas stove with a lighted paper, 
which she then dropped on the floor. Her 
clothing caught fire, and she rushed up stairs. 
where neighbours put out the flames, but not 
before the girl had been extensively burned. 

Questioned by Sergeant McCready (16 B), 
the mother said that the girl told her how 
the accident happened, and did not attribute 
blame to anyone. 

Dr. William P. Bannan, house 
gave evidence of the nature of the burns, 
which were the cause of death, and the 
Coroner returned a verdict * Accidental 
deat.” 

A similar verdict was an 
inquest which Dr. Byrne held in Sie Patrick 
Dun's Hospital on an infenc.. nme Boyne, 
ct 7 Mark's Court, who was admitted to the 
institution on the 15th November last suffer 
ing from burns received at home, and died on 
Friday last. 

The mother stated that at about 3 o'clock 

on the loth November lett the room. 
leaving her child. which was six mouths old, 
in the cave of a girl of tour vears. The clúid 
was mm jts cur asleep. When she returned she 
found the ear burning and the child's cloth 
ing on fire. She extinguished the flames aid’ 
had the child taken to hospital immediately. 
Replying to Sergeant Kenny (15 B), who 
represented the Civic Guard, the mother said 
that she wus out of the house only about five 
minutes. She went ont to get water. 
Dr. C. M. Taylor, house surgeon, stated 
that the child was burned about the lower 
portion of the body, death being due to 
toxemia following the burns.

The chair- 
man pointed out that Harrods (Buenos 
Ayres) has: the largest department store 
business in South America, controlling the 
activities of twenty-three branches through- 
out Argentina and in Chile. While a sub- 
stantial proportion of the merchandise sold 
is purchased throngh the buying orgarisa- 
tion in Europe, practically all the require 
ments in men’s, women’s and children’s 
clothing are made up in the company’s own 
factories in Argentina and Chile, where 
about 2,000 workpeople are employed. In 
conclusion, the Chairman said that, had it 
not been considered prudent to strengthen 
the resources, it would have been possible 
to declare an increased Ordinary dividend 
out of the past. year’s profits. He ex- 
pressed the hope that for the current year 
the same necessity will not operate, and 
that consequently, should the general posi- 
tion be normal, an increase in the Ordinary

SIR H. DETERDING ON OIL CONTROL. 
Sir Henri Deterding, chairman of the Royal 
Dutch Company, before leaving New York 
for England at midnight on Saturday on 
board the Majestic, said that, if any agree- 
ments were made in the United States and 
Venezuela to curtail the production of crude 
oil, they would be gentlemen's agreements.
